DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 8-10 recite the limitation "said material" in lines 1 . There are insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claims. 

Claims 11-14 recite the limitation "said density enhancing material" in lines 1 . There are 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 


1. Claims 1-2, 5 and 9-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ding 
et al-6, 120,536. 

As to claims 1-2, 5 and 9-17, Ding-'536 (abstract, col. 5, line 35 to col. 6, line 55) 
discloses a stent of stainless steel or nitinol or tantalum including an inner layer of a 
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hydrophobic polymeric material and an outer layer dissolvable having heparin for prevention of 
a blood vessel's re-stenosis. 

2. Claims 15-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Ding et al-6,120,536. 

It is well known that a marker is provided so that a stent can be tracked and monitored 
inside a patient body. As to claims 15-16, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to make Ding-'536 stent visible under imaging beam CT or MR so that one can locate the 
stent location in a patient body. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3-4, 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ding et 
al-6,120,536. 

Ding-'536 discloses substantially the claimed invention, except for the different radiologic 
materials as recited in the claims. However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to substitute one radiologic material by another and the substitution is only a design 
choice when no significant improvement of the device is proven.
